The lamentable calamity thai 
befell the Michigan InHtiiotion last 
week, will evoke wordit of nympathy 
from every member of the profession 
of teaching the deaf, and sorrow 
from the deaf of Michigan to whom 
the Institution has always hf«n an 
object of grateful affection. 

There are two features, however, 
that call for congratulation to the 
authorities in general, and to Prin- 
cipal Clarke in particular.

The First Conference of the 
Teachers of the Deaf in New York 
City, was held at the New York 
Institution for the In.struction of the 
Deaf and Dumb, on Friday, May 
24th, r9r2. 

This conference was convened at 
the instance of Dr. A. C. Hill, the 
regular inspector of the New York 
State Department of Education, ac- 
credited to the vScbools for the Deaf. 
The morning of the twenty- fourth 
dawned bright and beautiful. Fan- 
wood with all her wealth of natural 
suiToundings never looked more in- 
viting. 

The State Department of F^uca- 
tion had announced that attendance 
upon this conference was to be 
counted as a school day, so in conse- 
quence it was expected that there 
would be a full attendance of the 
teachers from the seven different 
deaf schools located in Greater New 
York. 

There were r40 teachers present. 
Our guests began to assemble 
shortly after nine o'clock, and fortu- 
nately arrived in time to see the 
morning drill of the battalion and to 
enjoy the musical renditions of the 
band. Principal and Mrs. Currier 
with the staff greeted each guest 
heartily as they entered. 

The visitors after a hasty inspec- 
tion of the grounds assembled in the 
chapel to take up the work at hand. 
Principal Currier, the Chairman of 
the Committee, called the meeting to 
order, explainihg briefly the objects 
of the conference and in behalf of the 
Board of Directors of the Institution 
extended to each a hearty welcome. 
He wished it to be understood that 
no formal papers were to be present- 
ed and hoped that every one would 
feel free to speak and asks questions; 
in fact, he laid much emphasis on the 
point that this was to be a confer- 
ence for tbe interchange of ideas of 
teachers who were actively engaged 
in the work of the class room. 

Upon agreement between the com- 
mittee and Dr. Hill, Mr. LaCrosse 
of the New York Institution was ap- 
pointed Secretary of the Conference. 
Miss McGill of the New York In- 
stitution presented the subject of 
Teaching of Speech to Beginners. 
Miss McGill outlined tbe Montessori 
method, which is attracting so much 
attention from educators to-day, and 
showed how this could be adapted 
and applied in teaching speech to 
the little ones. This idea was illus 
trated by the presentation of a model 
class from the Kindergarten of the 
New York Institution by Miss An- 
drews, in which the point was 
brought out that the acting out of 
familiar rhynjes helped to implant a 
knowledge of tbe elements and 
bring forth speech. Following out 
Miss McGill's idea. Miss Ivckert of 
the New York Institution spoke of 
the imix)rtance of Voice Culture for 
the f '■:, and explained in de- 

tail t; lod pursued iu the In- 

stitution of using piano and other 
vibrating instruments to secure 
pitch, inflection and accent in arti- 
culation. 

The second number on the prO' 
gram was ' ' The Teaching of Sp«;ech 
to Intermediate Grades." Miss 
De Coydre Clearman, of St. Joseph's 
School, handled this subject in a 
very clear and comprehensive man- 
ner. In the discussion that follow- 
ed, Miss Clearman showed a thor- 
ough grasp of her subject, and many 
helpful ideas were brought o«t by 
the different teachers, showing how 
each had encountered and met tbe 
difficulties that are so common in 
teaching speech to this grade of 
ptipils. 

The closing number on the morn- 
ing program, "Tcjiching of Speech 
to Advanced Grades," had been as- 
signed to Miss Eddy, of the lasti- 
tution for Improv ed Instruction. 
Miss E<ldy, in the pr esentation of her 
subject showed care! ul thought and a 
familiarity with bt tt topic that was 
indeed pleasing ii 1 these days of 
superficial ideas. 

The discansion fcJIowing 
number was animated and iaterest 
ing. r>r. Hill, Mr. Wright, of tbe 
Wright Oral School, Mr. Btdl. of 
Institution for Improved lostruc- 
tion.

Institution, joined in tbe discussion 
of this subject, as presented by 
Mrs. Eddy. 

It was necessary for the Chair- 
man at this point to call attention to 
the fact that the luncheon hour was 
approaching, and upon motion the 
meeting was adjourned to convene 
again at t p.m. 

Lunch was served by the Institu- 
tion in the Pupils' Dining Room, 
and the interval .seemed all too .short 
for the exchange of greeting among 
the several teachers. Several of the 
visitors improved the intermission 
by an inspection of the grounds and 
buildings. Before convening for 
the afternoon .session, a large photo 
was taken of the Principals and 
teachers. 

It was with a feeling of regret 
that all wended their way back to 
the chapel, as the ideal day and tbe 
beautiful view afforded of the Hud 
son and the Palisades seemed to 
have cast its spell over our guests. 
Once inside, however, and settled 
down to work, neither the heat nor 
humidity could divert the earnest 
attention with which the proceedings 
were followed. 

The opening number on the pro- 
gram, "The Teaching of Speech - 
Reading to the Congenital Deaf," 
was presented in a very able manner 
by Mr. J. D. Wright, Principal of 
the Wright Oral School. Mr. 
Wright explained that he expected 
that good would follow to us ouly 
in proportion as we took part in the 
discussion of the topic as presented 
by him. In developing his subject 
he called upon several of his teach- 
ers to present methods which they 
had used in their classes. Accord- 
ingly, Miss Evans of the Wright 
School spoke about the use she was 
making of a Lip- Reading Chart, with 
which she had met great suc- 
cess. Miss Stannard explained aix)Ut 
methods that she was using to secure 
natural language. Miss Pettibone 
presented a method that she was us- 
ing by which she may quickly test 
the knowledge of the pupil concern- 
ing the subject matter being given by 
the teacher. 

The discu.ssion following this pre- 
.sentation by Mr. Wright and his staff 
was indeed interesting. It seemed 
as though every teacher present had 
some helpful idea to presefat or some 
question of vital interest to a.sk 
for the consideration of the meeting. 
Miss Kearns, Principal of Public 
School 47, which is devoted to the 
Deaf, presented some very helpful 
ideas concerning this most difficult 
subject. No doubt the discusjiion 
on this topic alone would have con 
sumed the rest of the afternoon, but 
it was necessary to close it and call 
for the next topic. 

The final number on the program, 
the Teaching of Speech- Read ing to 
the Semi-Mute and the Semi-Deaf, 
was presented by a committee of 
teachers from the New York Institu- 
tion, composed of Misses Berry, 
Green, Hall, Stryker, Thomason, 
Townsend, and Messrs. Bjorlee and 
LaCrosse. Each in the order named 
called a class to the platform and 
demonstrated some phase of the sub- 
ject embraced under the general 
heading. 

By this method the conference had 
an opportunity of .seeing the scojjc 
of the work done in the Institution 
and the diversity of methods used in 
overcoming the difficulties which in 
the main are probably common to 
all deaf children of this type. The 
work in detail showed that tbe one 
idea of the faculty of the Institution, 
was to consider speech and lip- 
reading as a means toward an end; 
namely that it is a medium for the 
imparting of ideas and is not to lie 
judged by its mechanical perfection, 
'on in this subject f' 
ith and after the pres- 
by the several classes. No doubt 
the members would have liked to 
prolong the session, as evidenced by 
the earnest attention and serious 
con.sideration accorded each subject. 
Before adjournnient, Mr. Harris 
Taylor moved that a vote of thanks 
be extended to the Board of Direc- 
tors, the Principal and Faculty, of 
the Institution, for their kindness in 
throwing open the .school for this 
Conference, and their hospitality

He had been sick a little over a 
week of pleuro-pneumoiiia. 

His funeral service was held in 
the parlor of IiIh home — in the Hiiine 
place as his agc^i mother lay in her 
(iasket, exactly one* week before, 
anil he propped up on a cot follow- 
ed the words of the service as in 
terpreted by Rev. Dr. Chamberlain 
in the sign language. 

The remains lay in a fine black 
broadcloth casket with silver triin- 
iiiings, which was covered with 
flowers. 

The olTlciating minister was Rev. 
Dr. Grossman, his spoken words 
lieirig interpreted into signs l)y Rev. 
Dr. .lohn Chainherlain. Besides 
the ritual, Dr. (ii-ossman delivered 
aeiilofiv upon the deceased, begin- 
iiig with the Shakespearean (piota- 
tioii: " There are more things in 
heaven and earth than ere was 
dreamed of in thy philosophy," he 
went on to tell of the trials and 
troubles, the sorrow and pain that 
was all a roil 11(1 ns, and we passed 
it by unheeding and unknowing. 
Ho told of Mr. Froohlich's faithful- 
ness and iis<sfiiliiess, and his }jreat 
afTeclion for that mother whom he 
had gone to meet.

Theodoi-e A. Froehlich became 
d(Mif in early chihlhood HIh 
affliction was not total, and all of 
his life he was bb'ssed with a slight 
sftnse of sound. He was educated 
first al lioHie by his mother, who 
was a well-educated and cultured 
lady. His fallior was one of Ihe 
scliolaily men of his day and 
generation. When Thcoilor-e •al 
laiiKMl to boyhooil, he was sent to 
the Institution for Ihe Improved 
Instruclion of Deaf Mutes, then 
local 0/1 on I4ih Street, with Prof. 
RiKiiig as principal. lie also nt- 
i<iiiile(l rtft<'r the school was locat(^d 
at 14lh Street and Broadway. 

At the at'e of seventeen years he 
began his life work, as a dr'ai^hls- 
marr. He was a remarkably oxjnMt 
aitist with the pencil and pctn, his 
s[>e(rialty being iiiiKdiiiiery. He 
could reju'oduce the most complical- 
ed machinery, perfect in drawing; 
and pro|Kirlions, re<l(iced from to 
10 tw<«nly times. He was a veiy 
highly valued employe of the Moss 
EtmM'Mving ('onipany, iind had 
srMved in its art and design rlepail- 
riient for forty years. 

AiiKing the deaf, Mr. Froehlich 
was widely known and highly 
esteemed. He was a man of public 
sfiirit, progressive and act,ive, and 
at all times altruistic. 

For many years — probably thirty- 
five — he was the ruling spirit in the 
Maiihatlaii LittMitry Association 
When the ortranizat ion was without 
a meeting place and threatened 
with ilissoliitiotj, ho bravely kept it 
Up, and each year saw the members 
and their friendn celehrating the 
birth of Thomas Ibipkins (Jal- 
liuidel,, either Ity a dinner or 
through the mudiurn of (rrepared 
oratory. 

Ho waschairtnan of the Executive 
Committee of the Nathmal Associa- 
tion of the D(«if which raised the 
sum of * I :(,()()(} for the bronze 
statue of Thomas Hopkins (lal 
laiidei which faces the College on 
Kendall Green.

Institution for the Deaf 

Struck by LiKhtnins 

and Burned. 



Flint, Mich., May 22.— Fire 
originating from a bolt of lighting 
at 3 o'clock Wednesday morning 
destroyed the adminstratiou build 
ing of the Michigan School for the 
Deaf, together with its contents, 
and damaged the original main 
bui'ding and east wing, entailing a 
loss to the State estimated at $400,- 
000. All of the 326 pupils were 
gotten out in safety. 

The school year was to have 
closed Junell, but it has been de- 
cided to close the school at once 
and send the children to their 
homes. Some of them left during 
the day in ehaige of guides and 
others will follow Thnrsdaj', 

A meeting of the trustees will be 
held Thursday or Friday to consid- 
er measures for relmilding. It is 
estimated that $500,000 will be le- 
quired to replace the burned struc- 
ture with a modern buiding that 
will meet the requirements of the 
school. 

The emergency demonstrated the 
splendid discipline which obtains at 
the institution, the children, rang- 
ing in age from C to 30 years, re- 
sponding coolly and quietly when 
awakened, and marching in onler 
and without the slightest confusion 
from th)\ dormitories to the second 
floor and down the stairway to the 
exits on the floor below. They 
waited only long enough to put on 
their shoes, without stockings, mak- 
ing their escape in their night 
clothes and iu many -cases carrying 
their school garments under their 
arms. 

In the glare of the flaipes that 
had burst through the roof of the 
(loomed structure the little lots anti 
their elders among the pupils pro- 
ceetled in an unbroken line to the 
cottage of Supt. F. D. Clarke, 
where they were dressed in such 
clothing as they had saved. Later 
the children were provided with 
temporary quarters at Brown hall, 
a class room building of the school, 
situated several hundred rods from 
the administration building. 

The fire started in the cupola of 
the administration building and had 
gained great hea<lway when dis- 
covered by Miss Gertrude Hyde, 
who was on watcli ou the hospital 
floor in the third story of the build- 
ing. By the time she reached the 
floor below Albert Weatherhead, 
night watchman In the dormitories 
had also discovered the blaee and 
turneil in an alarm to fire depart- 
ment heailqtiarters. Rushing from 
bed to bed in different rooms, the 
night watchman, together with Mi.ss 
Hyde and Miss Grace Ripley, who 
has charge of the smaller girls 
|)U|)ils, awakened the occupants by 
shaking the bedsleails and pound- 
ing upon the floor with chairs, and 
formed them in lines for the march 
downstairs. Even the smallest of 
the children implicitly obeyed' in- 
structions, and in an almost inoredi 
bly short time all of the pupils were 
out of the building. 

During a heavy electrical storm 
which prevailed Tues<lay night 
about 10:30 o'clock the electric 
lights in Ihe administ ration build- 
ing were siiddenly extinguished. 
The supposition is that lightning 
struck the cupola at this lime and 
passing down into the allio started 
a fire that smouldered until it burst 
into flames about three hours later. 
Half an hour after the discovery of 
the fire the roof was all ablaze and 
the flames were eating their way 
downwaid. All of the city's fire 
ajjparatus was soon on the ground, 
tint it was evident that the admin- 
istration building was doomed to 
destruction, and the efforts of fire- 
men were directed toward saving 
the (>ast wing, and the orginal main 
building conimcied with the burned 
building by an archway at the rear. 
In this they were sncesaful after a 
det(>i mined flght that continued 
until the flames weie gotten under 
control about 6 o'clock. 

While exploring the fourth floor 
of the burning building Chief Ed. 
H. Price had A n»rrow escape from 
death. The roof al)ove him gave 
way, down with it the steel ceiling 
uudoriieath. The Chief was knock- 
ed to the floor, but he fortunately 
fell between two beds, which pre- 
vented the almost re«l hot ceiling 
from falling upon him. While the 
fit emeu who were in the room play- 
ed a stream of water upon the coil- 
iog covering their superior ofllcer. 
City Eldctriciau George D. Hanna 
crawled under the metal sheeting 
and dragged the chief to safety. 
Cliief Price was burned about the 
faci^and on the l)ack, but in spite 
of his injuries he resumed the lead- 
ership of the fire fighting forces and 
remained on duly until the danger 
of the flames spreading to the ad- 
Joining building had passed. 

Orin Parkhurst, a driver from 
hose house No. 1, was struck in the 
face by a blazing ember vhat fell 
from the cornice of the burning 
building. Ilia left eye was badly 
burned and lacerated, but it was 
reported from llurely Hospital that 
the sight of the injured eye pro- 
lably would bo saved. 



I Issac Welch, a fireman, missad 
his footing while at work on an ex- 
tension ladder and fell a distance 
of 20 feet. Thogh severly bruise<l 
and painfully cut about the head he 
continued on duty after having a 
gash in hia forehead dressed. 

The froat of the administiation 
building was four stories, with attic. 
It contained the executive oflices, 
a lai'ge study room and dormitories. 
The building was erected iu 1856, 
two years after the completion of 
the original school building, which 
is now used as a dormitory for boys. 
The east wing, which escaped de- 
struction, together with the old 
main building, contains the dining 
room and kitchen, and when the 
hour for breakfast came Wednesday 
morning Chef John II. Neulrert was 
on duty serving sandwiches and hot 
coffee to the pupils, as w«j11 as the 
firemen. 

After the flames had done their 
work all that remained of the ad- 
ministration building were the bare 
walls, except those on either side 
of the main entrance which col 
lapsed when their supports were 
eaten away. The west wall also 
partially toppled over about 9 
o'clock . 

While the fire was ai its height, the 
figure of an eagle carved from wood 
iu the cabinet shop of the school, 
which had surmounted the main 
entrance for 46 years, fell and was 
demolished on the stone sidewalk 
below. 

Two persons "-ho watched with 
regret the destruction of the build- 
ing that was almost a home to them, 
were Willis Hubbard, a veteran 
teacher, and John Austin, engineer 
and land.scape gardener, who have 
been employed at the school for 49 
and 43 yeai-s, i'espectiv(dy. 

The loss resulting from the fire 
is total, as the State of Michigan 
makes a practice of carrying its 
own insurance on public buildings, 
to the exclusion of protection from 
regular insurance companies. The 
records of the school were saved, 
as was also a complete list of the 
pupils and their home addres.ses, 
whsch served a useful and import- 
ant purpose in a roll call to make 
certain that alt the children were 
accounted for.

Princmpal Enoch Hbnry 

CURRIBR. 

One of the delightful features of 
the week's history was the celebra- 
tion of the fortieth anniversary of 
Principal Currier's connection with 
the Fanwood School. . It was ^tting 
that the services of Priucij>al Cur- 
rier to the deaf of America in gen- 
eral, and to the Fanwood School iu 
particular, should be made the sub- 
ject of public rejoicing and acknow- 
ledgment. 

For two score years Principal Cur- 
rier has played an unique and im- 
portant role in the educational mat- 
ters relating to the deaf. I can best 
describe it, at least to my own s-itis- 
faction, by saying that he has been 
a sort of philosopher on the Heights 
— a seer who has had a calm, de- 
tached, broad view of the scene be- 
low him on all sides, who has observ- 
ed and studied and pondered oyer 
the shifting panorama, who has 
realizetl what was missing here and 
there to complete the picture, who 
has more than once seen danger 
looming up and given warning of its 
approach. Ideas often outlive the 
men who conceive and give them 
utterance. If they are born of truth 
and rooted in human need, they go 
on growing in strength and force, 
and they are finally accepted by a 
public which has lost sight of their 
origin. It is yet far too early to 
measure the full results of Principal 
Currier's work as a leader, but al- 
ready many of the reforms first 
agitated by him, and since taken up 
by others, are gradually being real- 
ized. I have not the time to take 
up in detail the many reforms and 
initiations in educational methods 
which Principal Currier has urged 
all these years. In epitome some of 
them will be found in the editorial 
of the current Journal and also in 
Dr Fox's lucid account of the cele- 
bration. 

And what a fine lofty character 
this is to which the deaf were giving 
honor and shall continue to give 
honor ! Loving them as few hearing 
men do, blessed with the rare gift of 
humor, reveling in musical capacities 
of a high order, measuring up to his 
ideals courageously, but without 
po.singor straining, living the simple, 
the natural, the rich life — let us 
wish him many more years of 
fruitful, happy, contented effort ! 
Here's hoping that we may all be 
present at the. Principal's golden 
jubilee anniversary ten years hence !

He was Informed that 
he was way off in his calculations, 
and to prove it, one of the teachers 
next day went the rounds of the 
classes asking each pupil how much 
he had spent at the park. When 
the count was completed it footed 
up $275. That is certainly a goodly 
sum for a school of this character. 
One pupil in the 3d Primary ex- 
pended four dollars iu the park 
duiing the day and one in the 
Grammar Class three dollars. 

There were fritmds of pupils and 
of the .school there, who have not 
been included iu the count, so it is 
safe to .say addiug their outlays 
there, the sum total spent is near 
$300, instead of twenty dollars as 
the manager would lead to believe.

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I would like to mention an in- 
stance in proof of the fact that in 
conveying religious truth to the 
deaf the use of signs is indi8pen.s- 
able. 

Last Sunday two deaf persons be- 
sides myself were at church occupy- 
ing one pew. Mrs. Harry Weeks, 
my daughter, very kind interpreted 
the whole .sermon to us by spelling. 
We had to strain our eyes to catch 
every word spelled. We found that 
spelling became a torture to my 
daughter's hand and besides that 
the jireacher could not speak slow- 
ly. All good preachers have to 
speak as they think in "r'1«-r to en- 
liven the congregation 

The same evening there were six 
deaf and dumb people assembled to 
witness the baptism by immersion 
of four converts, one of whom was a 
deaf young man by the name of 
Paul Meacham, On this occasion 
Mrs. Weeks was looked upon as in- 
terpreter, but finger spelling was not 
sati.sfactory to such a number a»- 
.scmbled and her modesty forbade 
publicity. Some speaking was 
necessary before the ordinance of 
baptism and it was made to boya 
and girls in particular. Now an in- 
terpreter who could sign off the ad- 
dress was much needed. 

Behind our seats there was a 
gentleman from out-of-town who 
was acquainted with finger spelling 
and he watched the interpretation 
closely and decided that finger spell- 
ing was not sufficient to interpret 
the whole address. 

Herein sign-making was neces- 
sary. This shows the importance-of 
the combined language. Even a 
very young child makes signs before 
it learns to speak. I do not believe 
any oralist could have read the ad- 
dress given from the preacher's lips, 
Paul Mecaham was one of the 
candidates for l^aptism. After the 
three other yonng hearing converts 
were baptised, Paul Meacham was 
led down into the baptistry. As 
soon as the pastor had finished the 
last words by a sign, Paul spoke in 
a clear loud voice, " I do," and then 
the tall figure went down under the 
water — a beautiful emblem, I die 
to the world of sin — and then he 
arose in newness of spirit intent to 
preserve a righteous life.
